got out-the attempt, however, was made ; and after 
working to windward under a heavy fire from the bat- 
teries for upwards of two hours, it was at length with 
great perfeverance effected. The brig appears to be 
the Aventurier, carrying 12 four-pounders and 79 men, 
commanded by Citizen Raffy, Lieutenant de Vaiileau.
